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The Four Convicts. 

Iu a "dramatic study of the four con- 
Ticts," a writer iu the "Era" says :- 
Enter the convict Benson, arrayed in 
prison dress. It is a horrible.do^radinp;, 
and disfiguring costume, this ill-htting 
sack, marked with broad arrows, that 
hides tho figure and completes the 
degradation of tho convict. It is a vile 
and ridiculous cap, shaped like the 
brown-paper boats wo make for child- 
ren, which is stuck upon the shaven 
crown of the Millbauk convict. Directly 
the door of tho witness-box is closed 
against Benson tho attention of the 
spectator is removed from the dreadful 
dress and the cropped head to the in- 
terest of the features aud the curious 
and occasionally beautiful— I cannot 
help the word— resignation in the soft 
Eastern eyes. It is an Eastern faco, 
with a dreamy, sleepy expression in it; 
but there is no lack of intelligence. An 
interest is instantly created by a look 
at the man's face ; directly ho speaks 
he commands sympathy. His voice is 
most musical and soft ; his manner 
and stylo bear the marks of culture 
and refinement. He is never flurried or 
flippant; his answers are exactly to the 
point ; his memory is marvellous. 

Enter Bale. A greater contrast could 
not have been found iu a dramatic 
sense. Tho eastern features, the re- 
signed expression, and tho musical 
voice have gone, and I see before me 
a poor, nervous, ili-educated dupe. 
This is just the kind of man who would 
be a tool in the hands of any pack of 
knaves, and who would blindiy fetch 
and carry for them. He looks fright 
ened, aDd, as the country people say, 
"half daft." He means to tell the 
truth, but he is as stupid now as when 
he was packed off from dinner at the 
Cannon Street Hotel, and wrote names 
at the buck of cheques, not knowing 
that he was forging. He has not wit 
to know anything except that he sat at 
a desk aud'forged adozen times a day; 
that he fetched lotters, and was bundl- 
ed about by bis clever mastors, who 
used his baud as the "monkey did tho 
paw of the cat whilst tho chestnuts 
were roasting; that ho had plenty to 
eat and to drink, good pay; aud that 
the upshot of all is that ho must wear 
this brown dress for teu years. 

Enter Frederic Kurr. For some 
strange reason this convict does not 
wear tho revolting whitney brown hop 
sack. He is attire in a tight-fitting 
.pepper and salt suit, buttoned up to 
the throat, and giving him tho appear- 
ance of a street ~ loafer who desires to 
conceal tho fact that bo is destitute of 
underliuou. Onco more there is a 
marked contrast to tho other char- 
acters in tho drama. Tho convict in 
box, who iu a mere boy, is a nervous, 
restless, excitablo, and occasionally 
impudent follow. His large eyes go 
round and round, and never rest on 
anything. Ho continually moistens 
his parched lips with his tongue, aud, 
standing palo and half frighlenod, ho 
fences with every question as if the 
examination wero directod against him- 
self, aud were made in order to got 
him into a fresh scrape. This young 
man would, no doubt, havo made a 
first-rate rascal of a common ordor. 
Ho has assurance enough for half a 
dozen, and does not know the meaning 
of sentimont. 

Enter Edwin Murray. The student 
of character is onco more allowed to 
form his opinion without disturbing 
influences of a degrading dress. This 
short set, dapper little fellow, is tho 
smartest of any of them. His fair, 
smooth hair is parted down the centre, 
and a heavy yellow cavalry moustache 
hides tho play of tho month. Ho is 
a young man ovidoutly not to bo trilled 
with, aud ho has a dogged sonso of 
humour. Ho does not forget an in- 
jury or injustice, and relishes the 
opportunity of cynically paying back 
old scares. I very much doubt if ho 
intends to bo as amusing as ho is; but 
his short, dry manner creates consider- 
able amusement to thoso who listen.

Improvement in Uutter Making. 

Below we give the process of Mr. 
Edward Burnett, of Southboro', Mass., 
from the "American Cultivator," which 
says it has proved a complete success 
in the winter's dairy management, en- 
abling him to average one pound of 
butter from soventoeu pounds of milk 
o'f his whole bord, a decidod improve- 
ment over any method previously tried 
by him, and a remarkable advauco 
over the requisite amount of milk re- 
quired in Massachusetts, Vermont and 
New York to produce tho average 
pound of butter, which is fully twonty- 
livo pounds. 

Our contemporary understands that 
Mr. Burnett, tho originator, claims uo 
patent on this system. Iu relation to 
tho process it says: 

The arniugemout consists of a num- 
ber of tin pails eight inches iu diame- 
ter and twenty inches in depth, holding 
eighteen quarts each, which are set in 
a sink or basin, holding ten pails, 
more or loss. The basin is provided 
with rouud holes, exactly correspond- 
ing in diameter with the tiu pails; 
twelve inches iu length of the latter 
project below tho bottom of tho basin 
and eight inches remain above, tho top 
being covered with au ice chamber, 
holding, say 200 pounds of theico, the 
amount consumed daily at Mr. Ben- 
nett's. This ice chamber is mounted 
on a little track, so that it may be 
easily moved back aud forth, and, 
when properly rested iu placo, locked 
by spring clamps, making the* sink 
chamber nearly" air tight. Tho ice 
melts into the basin but not into tho 
milk, while the temperature of tho 
water remains at 45 to 50 degrees F. 
The natural temperature of tho milk 
when poured into the pails is 02 to 00 
degrees F. Tho size of the chamber 
is two and one-half by five feet; the 
sink, in this case holding ten pails, is 
capable of handling <3o0 quarts of milk 
iu twenty-four hours, since tho cream 
rises and is removed every ten hours. 

The wholo theory, which is one ol 
great simplicity and will suggost itself 
to tho practical mind at once, is that 
the effect of reducing tho temperature 
of the upper part of tho pail and its 
contents 45 degrees below that of tho 
lower end of the pail and the natural 
boat of the milk, iB to induce a rapid 
circulation among all the component 
parts of the fluid, ou the some princi- 
ple that prevails in the boiling of water; 
heated particles arise and their place 
is filled by thoso of a lower tempera- 
ture. During this rapidly increasod 
circulation, every particle of cream is 
brought neor the top, and siuco its 
specific gravity is lighter than that of 
bulk of the milk, it remains at the 
surface and accumulates much mora 
rapidly than it would do without this 
enforced circulation. 

Mr. Burnett depends upon tho tem- 
perature of the atmosphere for tho 
effect on tho loworpart of the pail, yet 
we should think in cold weathor some 
artificial moans liko heated water, 
steam-pipos, or other method of retain- 
ing the warmth would bo necessary to 
tho uniform working of tho familiar 
principle of circulation. 

Mixed Farming. 

rarmers are now trying mixed hus- 
bandry, instead of risking their whole 
crop in one or two staples. It matters 
not how small his farm may bo, it' ho works 
right and has a few cows, plenty of sheep, 
a few hogs, fowls, beeB, a few horses, an 
orchard, a good garden, with small lioldri 
of grain, rneadqws, and varied vegetables, 
nothing is surer in the future than that 
ho will not only makoa good, comfortable 
living for his family, but ho will soon be 
surrounded with all needed comforts and 
luxuries of lifo; and this too in tho faco 
of hundreds who toll him all the while 
that farming, and especially mixed farm- 
ing, won't pay. This plan gives something 
for use and for salo each week in the year, 
adding comfort and money to tho house- 
hold, and employing tho wholo available 
lahur ovary day, Whenever a farmer in 
such a homo begins to fool ho can find 
nothing to do, ha may bo fully satisfied 
ho is on the down yrude. 

If, instead of this varied plan, ho desire* 
to make. a specialty of Bheep-huabandry, 
dairying, fruit-growing, stock-raising, or 
marketing, ho will fled it will fcnke morn 
capital in both cash and bruins for these 
especial branches than in mixed hus- 
bandry, and his failure will bo all tho 
moro signal and disastrous. In mixed 
cropping one or sovend branches may 
fail, and still ho can fall back upon others, 
and thus have enough to meet all needs. 

Ono important point in mixed f irming 
is to note each year what articles succeed 
best and arc best suited to your soil, and 
thus enobance your chances of making 
SUOOQBSful crops! This implies adopting 
aud practicing the best' system of cultiva- 
tion, and tho use of all necessary imple- 
ments of tho most approved stylo, all 
inspired and pushed forward by rending 
such agricultural papers as will throw 
light upon all departments of tho farm 
interest.— Rural Sun.

CALIFORNIA. 
Sam Francisco, Oct. 8.— J. 0. Duncan, 
manager of the Pioneer Lund and Loan 
Bank, announces tliia morning that heayy 
payments required to day and the with- 
holding of aid depended upon, forces the 
bank into liquidation. Assota consist of 
real estate u.t cost price of 31,254,000. Lia- 
bilities, $1,213,000. The manager states 
that everything possible has been done to 
sustain the biiuk, including the sacrifice 
of his own moans to the last dollar. He 
recornmeuds the appointment of a receiv- 
er and the restraining by law of all hold- 
ers of securities from sacrificing the sarno. 
The principal itotn in tho assets is the 
stock of tbe safe deposit buildiDg, of 
■which 1320 sburos aro entnrod in tho 
schedule at the cost prico of §G5por share. 
The Btook is now worth $20. 

San Francisco, Oct. 9.— Quito a crowd 
assembled about tho bauk building to-day 
and expressions anything but complimen- 
tary to Dudcau aro froaly bandied about 
by swindled depositors. Iu many cases 
the failure is known to produce much dis- 
tress many of tho depositors having their 
all in the concern. W.T. Duncan, of thu 
Pacific Stock Exchange, sou of the mana_ 
izer of the bank, this morning has a card 
in the papers stating that the failure of 
'the bank did not result from any stock 
operations of his, and that ho is to-day a 
creditor of tho bauk to tho amount of 
$140,000. 

San FnANCisco,Oot.9.— At noon-In tho 
Safo Deposit building an examination is 
being made of the Btock of the Safe Do- 
posit Oo. with a viow of determining the 
amount of overissue. Up to noon about 
11 000 shares had been handed in for ex- 
amination. Out of 20,000, tho enliro num- 
ber of those presented, 3039 wero found 
to be fraudulent, aggregating in valiio 
about S180.000 at the rates at which the 
stock was held beforo the present compli- 
cations arose, There seems to havo bean 
no forgery of the signature of President 
Casserly; but in nil cases stock certificates 
have been raised by skillful erasures and 
additions. Ono oertifioate was raised from 
six dollars to six hundred dollars, and 
bore Dupcan's endorsement corroborating 
tho statement of his complicity in the 
frauds. No trace ia yet discovered of tho 
■wheroahout of Duncan and Dan C. Lei- 
vaino, Secretary of tho Safe Deposit Co.: 
but every means have been adopted to 
securo their capture, which is believed to 
be inevitable. Kofuhl. cashier of the 
Bank, is also missing; but it is not beliov- 
ed that he has absconded or is implicated 
in the frauda. The business ot the Safo 
Deposit Co. is going on as usual. Tho 
checks which guard the vaults effectually 
prevent any interference with deposits, 
and there seems a disposition on the part 
of depositors to withdraw their funds or 
valuables.

"Michael commanded tho Russians in per- 
son. Providenoo has happily frustrated 
the formidable plans of our ouemios. 

BEitniH.Oot. 8.— The Nord ZeUuag con- 
firms the statement that no alliance has 
boeu concluded between Italy and Ger- 
many. It says: Any negotiations which 
may be pending would havo no nggressivo 
significance, but would tend to secure co- 
operation of Germany and Ituly should 
thoy find themselves after the Freuoh 
elections confronted by clerical and con- 
sequently aggressive France. 

Constantinople, Oct. 8, — A telegram 
from Orchaui states that 21 Turkish bat- 
talions, escorting a convoy to Plevna, du- 
feotod a Russian detatehmeut sont to op- 
pose them. 

Bucharest, Oct. 8. — Frost and storms 
have rendered the Sistova and Nicopolis 
bridges impracticable for vehicles during 
tho Inst two days. 

GornyStodes, Oct. 8.— Gon. Prince 
Imericsky has hoou appointed chief of tho 
general otaft* of the Russo-Roumanian ar- 
my beforo Plevna, Gen. Zotorff taking 
command of General Imerinjky's army 
corps. 

A Shumla special says Suleiman Pasha 
took command of the army of tho Lorn at 
Tohorna Vodga oa Saturday.

EUROPE. 
Paris, Oct. 7.— Gambetta has isautd a 
manifesto to the electors of tho 20th ar- 
tondissomeiit of Baris. In it he says:— 
Citizens, after four long months of exces- 
sive administrative nresBiiro and most d«- 
plorable proceedings relative to official 
candidatures, Franco at last speaks. Sho 
irill say in a fmv days what she thinks of 
tho meu of lCih May and the allies and 
protectors of tho men of the 2d of Decem- 
ber, tho servants of Henry Vth and the 
agents of the syllabus and th« popes, who 
aro sheltered under tho patronago of tho 
president, doubtloes for batter protection 
of republican institutions. Franco will 
say what sho thinks of the personal policy 
of the chief of stato and aristocratic aud 
retrograde pretensions of the Ue Broglie 
cabinet, of the unjustifiable dissolution of 
the chamber of deputies, of tho miserable 
■war waged by the government against 
newspaper hawkers, school masters and 
other defenceless victims of tho projects 
and plots of this coalition of monarchists 
who aro preparing for her three years' of 
intsrnecine conflicts, aud divisions to bo 
followed in 18S0 by a torriblo crisis and 
perhaps revolution. Franco will pro- 
nounce on tho policy inaugurated by the 
letter dismissing the Republican ministry, 
on tho order of the day to troop* at tho 
LongchampB review; on tbe presidential 
message of Sept l'Jth, and that system of 
the government which tho chief executive 
power vindicates as right above tho con- 
stitution. France will doclare for tho 
Republic. Sho will say she intends to 
mako an end of anarchy and dictatorship, 
withdraw tho nation as well as individuals 
from clerical rule aud ensure that public 
force shall never be employed except in 
service of law. I confidently declare that 
France, despite muncouvers nguiust the 
freedom of iinr votes, will scorn tho olH- 
cial candidature and ugents, spurn Royal- 
ists, Cussarists aud clericalisty, both 
kuavos and partisans of violence; bIio will 
condemn tho dictatorial policy aud leavo 
tho chief of executive power.who is trans- 
formed into a plebiscitary candidate, no 
alternative but to submit or resign. "We 
ourselves aro suro of the support of tho 
counlry, and shall know how to mako its 
will prevail ovor a powerless and incorri- 
gib • minority. Tlio union of all French- 
men will kcop us disow ot and rouder us 
iuvincible for the country and republic. 

Conservative papers strongly censure 
Gtirnbatta's manifes'.o,Qomo declariug that 
tho ro:d crisis has now commenced. Re- 
publican papers warmly praiso the mani- 
festo. 

London, Oct. 8.— Tho Groat Western 
Line's steamer Cornwall, from Now York 
for Bristol, is ashore on tho Avon near 
Bristol. 

London, Oot. 7.— Sir Stafford North- 
cote, chancellor of tho exchequer, in a 
speech yesterday, said: "I cannot help 
thinking myself that there may bo a snr- 
prb» wuioh may disappoint tho prophe- 
cies of those who havo been declaring that 
the war cannot terminate until after an- 
other campaign. One thing i3 sure that 
both sides have displayed such gallantry 
that if an opportunity for Battlement 
shonld arrive thoy might accepi it without 
any loss of prastigo.

New Yoitiv, Oct. 9. — Tho Viorld has a 
long articlo this morning going to ahow 
that in almost every department of the 
wholesale trade in New York business 
during September has been more satisfac- 
tory than for five years past. There ia great 
encouragement among merchants and un- 
usual preparations made for controlling 
business from regions which hitherto had 
only limited relations with Now York. 
Competition is keen and prodts conse- 
quently small. Tho only real exception 
to tho rule appears to be in hardware und 
st^aw goods. A striking fact is the de- 
maud for luxuries. Sales of jewelry and 
diamond* lately exceed tho mostsauguieo 
anticipations of morchant.s. Thore is a 
total absence of speculation and the ten- 
dency seems to be to supply legitimate 
wants. 

The steamship England has been seized 
by Collector Arthur on a charge of being 
oonnected with silk smuggling frauds.

St. Louis, Oct. 8.— Henry W. Mann, 
cashier of the Stock Y'ardsat Kansas City, 
shot his little daughter of between 2 and 
3 years, through the heart yesterday, and 
then shot himself through tho head; both 
died instantly.

Particulars of the Victory Over the 
Nez Perces. 

New York, Oct. 11.— The Sun has, the 
following:— Fort Benton, Out. 8, via He- 
lena— "Tho capitulation of tho ontiro band 
of Noz Poroes under Joseph occurred at 
2 o'clock p.m., Oct. 5. — The savages gave 
up their guns and ammunition, passing 
in review beforo Gen. Miles aud accept- 
ing an unconditional Mirrender. Tho 
troops at onco occupied tho Indian en- 
trenchments and tho first victory over red 
skins during tho past two years was sig- 
nalized. After the Indian camp had been 
surrendered and tho Boldiors had secured 
dofensive positions ouly, tho soldiers 
closed in upon tho savages slowly but 
surely after tho first day, all tho time ex- 
tending their line of rifle-pits; It was tlio 
purposo of Gon. Miles to lose no moro 
mon in tho attack. On tlio 4th day's light 
Josoph raised a white flag for tho third 
timo and through au interpreter* offered 
to surrender provided they wero allowed 
to keop their guus. Miles sont word that 
he must surrender without reserve and 
tho battle was revived. On tho iifth and 
la*t day Joseph appeared in front of his 
linos and advanced to Gen. Miles, to whom 
he tanderod his gun. Ho wasfollowod by 
sixty warriors who also turned over their 
arms aud shook hands with Miles. When 
tho troops entered tho rifle-pits forty war- 
riors were discovered disabled by wounds. 
They wore removed to the camp hospital. 
The number of Indians killed is not yet 
known as they had already buriod tboir 
dead. Miles left at noou ou Sunday for 
Tongue river, taking with him bis dead 
and wounded and tho surrendered band. 
Gen. Sturgis did not arrive in time to 
take a hand in tho light aud tho gloiy of 
Tiotory rests with Miles. Howard, with 
an escort of 17 mon, arrived on tho field 
on tho morning of tho surrender. His 
presenco was not nndorstood and be mado 
do attempt to assume command. He loft 
his infantry at Missouri river and with his 
cavalry proceeded to tho scene of battle. 
The entrenchments occupied by the In- 
dians consisted in all of over 160 rifle-pits 
which communicated with each other, so 
that assistance could bo rendered if ne- 
cessary. Squaws fought by the side of 
the warriors. 



Heavy Failures and Forgeries at San 
Francisco. 

In oar San Francisco dispatches will 
bo found an account of tho failure of J. 
O. Duncan, manager of tho Pionoor Bank 
and principal stockholder in the Safo Da- 
posit Company. Warrants for the arrest 
of Duncan and of B. 0. Leivaino, Secre- 
tary of the Company, for tho fraudulent 
i«sue of stock of tho Safo Deposit Co. to 
a very largo amount havo been taken out. 
The over issue was manipulated by Le- 
ivaine, who in making transfers of stock 
would fill out new certificates, aud after 
obtaining tho signature of the president 
of thecompaDy, Eugene Casserly, would 
interpolate words and figures to raise tho 
face of tho certificate ton or a hundred 
fold. These certificates wero then hy- 
pothecated by Duncan, which raices a 
strong presumption that ho and Leivaino 
put up tho job between them. So far as 
deposits in tho vault of the company aro 
concerned everything is right. Tlio vault 
has three doors, tho outer one of whioh 
can only be opened by Frank Whitney, 
superintendent of tho company's patrol. 
The second door had 41 timo lock which 
could be openad by Leivaino, whilo the 
third door was under charge .of Lucky, 
who, previous to his appointment of secre- 
tary pro tem, was asni-itant superintendent 
of patrol. Tho boxes themselves, in which 
deposits are kept, can only bo opened by 
depositors in the presence of a guard of 
polico. All towns in tho state havo boon 
notified to bo on tho lookout for Duncan 
and Leivaino, neither of whom has bean 
aaen since Saturday last. 

B. C. Indian Affairs. 

Tho Ottawa Free Press says tho De- 
partment of tho Interior lias within tho 
last few days received dispatches from tho 
Indian Superintendent of tho mainland of 
British Col-.mbia and from the Indian ro- 
servo Commissioners, giving details of 
tho operations of tho Commissioners and 
reporting on tho general foiling of tlio 
Indians on tho Mainland, aud especially 
as regards tha tiibos near tho boundary 
lino. Tlio Commissioners appear to havo 
succeeded in settling satisfactorily the 
land question* among tlio most important 
tribes of the Shuswop Nation, thoso in 
the neighbor hood of KamloopsLako. When 
heard from, tho Commissioners wero 
about to treat with ti ibos in the vicinity 
of Okanagan Lake, not far from tho boun- 
dary line, and did not anticipate any diffi- 
culty in also satisfactorily settling tho 
land question with those tribes Tho Com- 
missioners aud tho Superintendent both 
concur in stating that tlio Indians of tho 
Mainland, generally, including thoso ou 
the boundary line, aro peaceable and well- 
disposed, and that there is not at present 
any just cause for uneasiness or alarm. 
The reports circulated sometime ago tliat 
somo of tho British Columbia Okanagan 
Indians had crossed tho boundary to join 
tho bostiloa ou tbo American sido, and 
that they had brought back horses and 
other property stolen from citizens of tho 
United States, aro believed to be entirely 
without foundation. 



Sir Matthew Bailie Begbie on Wagon- 
road Obstruction. • 

Yale Assizes, Oct. 8, 1377. 
His Lordship in the course of his re- 
marks to the Grand Jury said that tho ob- 
struction of public highways was a rnis- 
demeanour punishable by fine or impris- 
onment, or both, in tho discretion of the 
court. In the recent instance (where a 
ropo had boon placed aoross the road near- 
ly upsotting tho f-tago) if tho Grand Jury 
thought fit to present tho offender an in- 
dictment would bo drawn up and ho 
would bo placed upon bis trial. Had his 
misfeasance caused the loss of life thore 
is no doubt ho would havo boon guilty of 
mauslaughtor. Teamsters as a rule are a 
hardworking class of men, and I havo 
found thorn civil and obliging. I do not 
believe any of thom would wilfully causo 
damage, but somo aro thoughtless and 
self-willed, and mauy soeru to think that 
the highway has beou constructed for their 
exclusive use and uttorly disregard tho 
convenience aud safety of tho travelling 
public. I myself have had some experi- 
ence of this. "Oxen becomo lamo or worn- 
out; thoy are thou shot and left ou tho 
road. I havo seen four or five in - the same 
number of miles. Horses aro frightened 
at thom aud shy, perhaps becoming un- 
manageable. Another bad and frequent 
practice is tho leaving of ouo of the wag 
ous at tho foot of a hill iu tho middlo of 
tho road, whilo tho other is hauled up. 
At night, also, many teamsters instead of 
drawing their wagons to ouo side, leave 
them iu the middlo of tho road with t lie 
bows and chains on tho ground so that it 
is almost impossible to pusn. I havo ob- 
served this all along tho road, and oven 
near Yalo. Now, it is not an uncommon 
occurrence for people travelling in their 
own conveyances down country to travel 
this part of tho road lato at night so as to 
be iu timo for the steamer, and they are 
exposed to tho greatest danger if tho^a 
practices are permitted. As a general rule 
tha road is good and sound; but if you 
get off it it is impossible to tell tho conse- 
quences. Persons obstructing tho public 
highway aro liable for all consequent 
losses, and if lifo be lost aro guilty of 
manslaughter, a felony only, inferior to 
that of murder.

(Boforo Hi O. Courtney, Esq., P.M.) 

Tuuusday, Oct. 11th. 
Wm. Mar wick, on remand from Octo- 
ber 10th, charged with highway robbery. 

Johu Bargees, boing sworn, said iu ans- 
wer to Mr. Harrison that on Thursday 
last ho was hauling grtivol with the dofou- 
daut from tho pit opposite the Lion Brew- 
rey; tbo entrance from tho Liou Prowory 
is locked up and kept so; saw a Chinamau 
and bis wagon; tho witness was then iu 
tbo gravel pit; Marwick was with himjtho 
Chinamau was then about 50 or CO yards 
oil; Marwick took up threo or four stones 
and threw at tlio Chinamau but did not 
loave the pit; tho Chinaman was about 120 
yards from the Liou tap; tbo diBtanco to 
Pleoco : s house would bo about 120 yards 
from tho Chiuaman; did not hear tho Chi- 
naman, scream out; witness aud Marwick 
left tho pit together; did not eeo tho Chi- 
namau again: had been with Marwick 
about 3 hours; had been with Marwick 
since 2:30 that duy; the Chinaman could 
not have boen assaulted without witness 
knowing it. 

Cross examined by Mr. Pollard — The 
pit is about 100 yards from tho Lion tap; 
there is 0110 way out of this pit, that is to- 
wards Cedar Hill; witness alone waa ou 
graved wagon when they came out of the 
pit; Marwick got on tho wagon just round 
tho bend of tho road; when witness drove 
out of the pit Marwick locked tho gato; 
could not say bow tho hat produced got 
torn; Marwick was about 50 yards from 
the Chinaman and did not go any nearer 
during that afternoon. 

Tn answer to the Court— It would havo 
boon impossible for Marwick to havo had 
any altercation with tho Chinaman with- 
out witness knowing it. When Marwick 
got into tho wagon ho had no umbrolla 
with him, 

His Honor said ho did not think any 
jury would convict undor this charge, aud 
ho did not think any jury would take this 
ono Chinaman's unsupported testimony 
that this was a caso of highway robbery. 
John Burgess swears most positively that 
Marwick was never less than GO yards 
from the Chinaman. Tho defendant has 
been incarcerated for some days and ho 
considered that if there was anything in 
this case that tho prosecution should have 
brought Taylor or Mrs. Taylor to prove 
that the Chinamau was there. Had this 
charge been one of assault ho would un- 
doubtedly have punished tho defendant. 
As tho evideuoe stood be hud no alterna- 
tive but t:> dismiss ihe euso. 

John Pitz Alien, charged with having 
on the 10th day of October unlawfully 
maliciously and feloniously lirod a gun at 
ono Michael Pinerty with intent to mur- 
der said Finerty. 

Mr. Mills appeared on behalf of tho 
prosecution and Mr. McElmen for tho de- 
fence. 

Michael Finerty being sworn said in 
answer to Mr. Mills, that on Wednesday 
between 9:30 and 10 o'clock ho wasdump- 
iug a cord of wood ou Gordon Head road 
whoa ho heard a gun lired and a ball flew 
just past his face; ho had somo horses 
with him and thoy wero frightened; he 
was much excited at the timo, immediate- 
ly afterwards ho beard tho snap of a gun; 
and he then turned round and askod his 
brother-in-law who lirod; looked round 
when tho shot was iked but could not see 
any one; did not see Fitz Allou Dehind a 
bush ; did not know whero tho shot came 
from;aftor this wont into tho woods again 
for another cord of wood; did not at that 
time seo anyone; dumped tho second load 
at tho same place; when on returning for 
another load he saw Fitz Allen walking in 
front with a gun going onto witness' own 
property; thinking it dangerous to go in- 
to tlio woods with tliis man waiting to 
kill him; ho went round another way; on 
the way out again he saw Mrs. Fitz Allen 
iu the wood; Mrs, Fitz Allen had no right 
there: after talking with Mrs. Fitz Allon 
witness wont right home; bis brother-in- 
law was with him all the time: did not seo 
Fitz Allen in the bush; ho would think 
that the distance from him to whero tbo 
gun was tired was about 30 yards; Fitz 
Allen find before this threatened to mur- 
der him. 

Mr. McElmen objeoted to tbis boing 
taken as evidence. 

Mr. Mills said that it was neces«ary to 
have this as evidence siueo ho was bound 
to prove tho in lout. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McElmon — Did 
not speak to Fitz Allon at all that day; 
but ho (Fitz Allen) attempted to murder 
him yesterday. 

Mr. McElmen— How do you know 
that? 

Witness— I heard a shot fired. 
Mr. McElmen— Did you seo Fitz Allen 
Are ? 

Witness— No; but ha tried to murder 
me. 

Mr. McElmen— Will you swear that ho 
tried to murder you ? 
Witness — yes. 

Mr, McElmen— How can you swear 
that ? 

Witness — Beonusslsaw Fitz Allen a 
fow minutes boforo at bis house, but was 
surprised that he (Fitz AIIen)shonld have 
been so quick; I also suw Fitz Allen with 
a gun a short while after tue gun was fir- 
ed. 

In answer to tho Court— When witness 
saw Fitz Allen he was about 150 yards 
from his house; did not see any pigs or 
birds round the place. 

Patrick Houlihan, being sworn, said 
that yesterday morning ho and Finerty 
started from their honse'tn the bush and 
Uiul got two loads of wood; they were on 
tho road between 9 and 10 o'clock; he anil 
Finerty quite close together at tho 
wood pile; saw Fnz Allen come out of his 
yard; he passed witness on the /oud; he 
throw down a few rails from the fence and 
drove a cow in the yard ; at ihe timo ho 
and Finerty wors dumping woodjhe heard 
a shot from a gun; hi* team jumped, Fin- 
erty was thou taking tho wood oil' the trout 
part of his wagon ; when witness heard 
the shot go off bo jumped for the fence to 
Seo who lired tlio shot; ho tlioro saw Fitz 
Allen who was going to tiro another shot; 
he saw tho gun tired but it did not go off; 
Fit/. Allen was pointing the gun direolfor 
Finerty, Thoy went into tho bush and 
got two moro loads of wood; coming out 
with their loads huw Fitz. Allen; ho was 
then on his own ranohj also saw Mrs. Fitz 
Allen coming from town; no ono spoke to 
bor; saw Fitz Allon nftor thi» walk 
out of his yard and go out into Iho bush; 
On coming out with tho third load they 
root Mrs Fitz Allen in tho bush and spoke 
to her; did not see Fitz Allen after thie. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McElmen— Saw 
Fit/, Allen in tlio bush ; ho was then per- 
haps 2000 yards from Fitz Allen in the 
bush; did not see Fitz Allon again that 
day; naw Fit/, Allen lire tho last shot, but 
the gun did not go off; witness was ouly 3 
or -1 yards from Finerty when tho shot 
was lirod. Tbo second shot lirod was cor- 
taiuly intondetl for Finerty. 



On the application of Mr. McElmen tho 
cnBo was tlion adjourned till Monday nest; 
bail being allowed in two suritios of §500 
eaoh and himself in 81000.
